lo Pskov (N E 28«20) is the seat of administration of a rayon in the 

Leningrad Military Distric^te Pskov is a large rail center and has harbor 
facilities or Its military significance lies in the fact that it is a garri- 
son town for a number of army' uni is ^ a storage center of materiel "and. raw 
goodsf.c, and that the Pskov Airfield^ with its underground installations, 
is an, important base of the Soviet Air Force® Ihe Baltic states of Estonia 
and Latvia are militarily supplied from this city® 

2® Pskov is situated near the former Soviet»»Estoaian border, south of Lake 
Pskov* Bie Velikaya River flows through the city and the Kremlin (seat 
of government) is on the east bank of the river at the point where the 
Pskov River (Nebenfluss) joins the Velikaya River* The cily has 80,000 
inhabitants and m.any old churches* 

3fl The Pskov Military Airfield is situated on the southeastern edge of the > 
city* underground installations begin at a point not far from tfie 
southekstem side of the Pskov Railroad Station and occu^ps the northern 
portion of ttie airfield area* Ihe southeastern edge of the airfield is 
bound by the highway which leads to Leningrad* The southwestern edge of 
the airfield nearly extends to the Velikaya River and a rail line runs 
parallel to the boundary of the field on that side* 

kc The airfield is laid out in an approximate north - south line* It is 
approximately four kilometers long and two and one-half kilometers wide* 
These dimensions do not include the underground installations* The air- 
field is on generally level ground althou^ there are hills in the north- 
west and in the soutb.west* The field itself is flat* It is partially 
moist^ particularly at itfs southernmost point* Swamp clearing work has 
been done and an underground djrainage system has been laid as is shown 
in the sketches on pages U and 5 o
